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Hi folks, I’m Alan Watt and this is Cutting Through the Matrix, on December the 29", 
2011.

You’ll find hundreds and hundreds of audios for free 
download there, and hopefully, you’ll understand the big system that runs the world, 
and all the illusions that it controls beneath it, including politics, and how we’re kept 


really in a matrix type system of reality. They’ve actually said that at the top, we give 
you your reality, and when we change it, you all talk about it, and then we change it 
again, and you follow it. They’ve actually said this from the top, the guys who run 
presidents. So, anyway, help yourself to the audios, and you'll find out, as I say, 
shortcuts hopefully to this big system that runs the world, where they’re going, why 
everything is happening the way it is, and unfortunately we’re the canon fodder, they 
call us the cannon fodder generation that must go through all these changes in this 
century of changes as they call it. And when you look up cuttingthroughthematrix.com, 
you'll find a whole bunch of sites there, they all carry audios, and transcripts as well for 
print up in English.

As I say, we are the canon fodder. That’s been said by Rockefeller and Rothschild in 
different talks they gave.

Hi folks, I’m back, Cutting Through the Matrix. And, as I say, this time of year, of 
course, as we come to the close of this year, and we watch all the hype getting on 


television, of course, and through regular media about, oh, the Mayan prophecies, oh 
my god, and all this nonsense. And they sucker the people. We love these stories, 
though, really don’t we? It’s kind of like stuff you drift off to sleep with, and ooh, your 
imagination goes a riot. Apparently Nostradamus has made a comeback too. They’re 
putting everybody in there. And it’s interesting that even the intelligence services have 
used Nostradamus before, many times before. World War II, Hitler used it for Poland.

And Mandell House also 
was a member of the British society, the Royal Institute of International Affairs, at that 
time, and the Milner Society. He worked with Lord Grey, who drafted up everything for 
America, for many, many years, including the Federal Reserve System that they wanted 
to get in place.

The first ever GAO (Government Accountability Office) audit of the Federal 
Reserve was carried out in the past few months due to the Ron Paul, Alan 
Grayson Amendment to the Dodd-Frank bill, which passed last year. Jim 
DeMint, a Republican Senator, and Bernie Sanders, an independent Senator, 
led the charge for a Federal Reserve audit in the Senate, but watered down the 
original language of the house bill(HR1207), so that a complete audit would not 
be carried out. 


(A: So it’s not a complete audit, right.) 
Ben Bernanke, 
(A: The man with the bankie. I love that name, eh.) 


(pictured to the left), Alan Greenspan, and various other bankers vehemently 
opposed the audit and lied to Congress about the effects an audit would have 
on markets. Nevertheless, the results of the first audit in the Federal Reserve’s 
nearly 100 year history were posted on Senator Sander’s webpage earlier this 
morning: 


(A: And I'll put up this link at the end of the broadcast tonight, at 
cuttingthroughthematrix.com. And you can read up the actual link itself from 
Senator Sanders. It says:) 


What was revealed in the audit was startling: $16,000,000,000,000.00 had been 
secretly given out to US banks and corporations and foreign banks everywhere 


from France to Scotland. From the period between December 2007 and June 
2010, the Federal Reserve had secretly bailed out many of the world’s banks, 


(A: Now, these are all private banks too, and a lot of centralized banking systems. In 
other words, they’re bailing out their pals. They’re all central banks, privately 
owned, but they're connected. They’ve always been connected together by a special 
interest group. So, it says:) 


The Federal Reserve likes to refer to these secret bailouts as an all-inclusive 
loan program, but virtually none of the money has been returned and it was 
loaned out at 0% interest. 


(A: Well, that’s what you do for your friends, eh.) 


Why the Federal Reserve had never been public about this or even informed the 
United States Congress about the $16 trillion dollar bailout is obvious — the 
American public would have been outraged to find out that the Federal Reserve 
bailed out foreign banks while Americans were struggling to find jobs. 


(A: And I should say, losing all their houses too.) 


To place $16 trillion into perspective, remember that GDP of the United States 
is only $14.12 trillion. The entire national debt of the United States government 
spanning its 200+ year history is “only” $14.5 trillion. The budget that is being 
debated so heavily in Congress and the Senate is “only” $3.5 trillion. Take all of 
the outrage and debate over the $1.5 trillion deficit into consideration, and 
swallow this Red pill: There was no debate about whether $16,000,000,000,000 
would be given to failing banks and failing corporations around the world. 


In late 2008, the TARP Bailout bill was passed and loans of $800 billion were 
given to failing banks and companies. That was a blatant lie considering the 
fact that Goldman Sachs alone received 814 billion dollars. As is turns out, the 
Federal Reserve donated $2.5 trillion to Citigroup, while Morgan Stanley 
received $2.04 trillion. The Royal Bank of Scotland 


(A: Which is owned by the government of England, 80% actually) 


and Deutsche Bank, a German bank, split about a trillion and numerous other 
banks received hefty chunks of the $16 trillion. 


(A: So, that’s why you pay taxes, you understand. You pay taxes, supposedly so that 

the government gives back to the people vital services and things. That’s what they 

claimed initially. But no. They help out each other. That’s what it is. Because it’s a 
big club, you see, or a special interest group, as I say, the Central Banking scam. So, 
it says:) 


When you have conservative Republican stalwarts like Jim DeMint (R-SC) and 
Ron Paul (R-TX) as well as self identified Democratic socialists like Bernie 
Sanders all fighting against the Federal Reserve, you know that it is no longer 
an issue of Right versus Left. When you have every single member of the 
Republican Party in Congress and progressive Congressmen like Dennis 
Kucinich sponsoring a bill to audit the Federal Reserve, you realize that the 
Federal Reserve is an entity onto itself, which has no oversight and no 


accountability. 


(A: And they’re right about that, because, you’ve got to understand what it is, and 
who runs it. Why is it always the same special interest group that runs it? Why is 
that? Why is it when they do go into any inquiry, they actually say, as you’ve heard 
this year, in fact, that they’re doing god’s work? What god is this? What has god got 
to do with cash? unless you understand the particular god they're talking about. But 
they're quite serious about it. It’s not a sneer. It’s amazing the things that come 
across, and we hear them, and we don’t want to take them in, because it makes no 
sense to most folk at the time, so we dismiss it. These guys don’t say a darn thing 
without very good intention. Anyway, that’s the sort of thing. And it’s still going on, 
of course. You'll just keep dishing out trillions for more and more and more, forever 
more. It says:) 


The list of institutions that received the most money from the Federal Reserve 
can be found on page 131 of the GAO Audit and are as follows. 


And it gives you a whole list of the countries. Even Switzerland was getting bailouts. 
And Credit Suisse as well. My God. Everybody’s in there. It’s a list of who’s who. Back 
with more, after this break. 


Hi folks, I’m back, Cutting Through the Matrix. And another link I’ll put up tonight too, 
it’s from the Canadian government on the perimeter security and economic 
competitiveness, it’s called, meeting that they had. It’s all the stuff that came out of 
this. They’ve had umpteen names for it. They’ve had security and peace and prosperity 
partnerships. And these are all laws that are put into effect, you know. And they don’t 
get taken off when the next bunch come out. They just stay there. And then 
accumulatively, you’ve got an integrated governmental system for both countries. 
Canada, the States and Mexico. Anyway, it says, Perimeter Security and Economic 
Competitiveness. Now, this is the latest one. That’s not really interesting, that part. 
The part is when you get into the rest of the Action Plan as it says. And there’s lots of 
links on this pilot project, and privacy, security, economy, jobs, growth, which is the free 
trade of goods and people supposedly, or labor, I should say. What the action plan will 
deliver to Canadian taxpayers, a massive debt. We know that one. You don’t have to 
look that one up. And it’s got lots and lots and lots of links. How they’re going to 
implement the joint action plan. The different organizations, these new governmental 
technocratic agencies they’ve set up to deal with it all, you see, which eventually 
becomes your new government, in fact. And there’s lots of them. Agriculture, food, 
everything is involved here. And what it means for you and everyone else. It goes on 
and on.

And also there’s another one, called the Joint Action Plan for the Canada/United States, 
Regulatory Cooperation Council.

(A: This is the guy who writes about food. He’s a columnist. Was:) 
banned from taking homemade conserves with him on the plane 


He was visiting Ireland to try and help small rural producers boost exports of 
their produce. 


But British food and drink expert James Crowden found himself in a sticky 
situation at Dublin Airport - when security confiscated pots of homemade jam 
from his hand luggage. 

(A: I mean, it’s just so ridiculous, isn’t it?) 

And the irony was not lost on the award-winning author. ‘It was like a situation 
in a Flann O’Brien story,’ he told the Irish Daily Mail yesterday, referring to a 
series of satirical Irish novels. 


‘I was over trying to help small rural producers and I couldn’t get out of the 
country with the stuff myself. 


(A: Ha, ha, ha. So, how are they going to export this stuff, eh? He couldn’t get it out 
of the country himself.) 


It was ironic at the very least.’ 


Mr Crowden had been invited by Bord Bia to speak to apple growers and cider 
producers in Drogheda about the future of artisan cider-making. 


He then visited Granard, Co. Longford, where he has ancestral roots, and 
purchased some jam. 


‘I was in the Greville Arms and I bought three jars of jam: Apricot, plum and 
blackberry. They were going to be a present for my father, who himself is a 
very good jam-maker,’ Mr Crowden said. 

The jams cost £2.10 each 

(A: That’s kind of expensive. But everything is expensive over there now.) 

When he tried to leave the country the next day, his hand luggage was searched 


by security who seized the jam - which was in jars larger than regulations 
allow. 


(A: I mean, this is bureaucracy gone mad, you understand. It’s just silliness and 
stupidity. How did we ever function before? Have you ever wondered about that? 
Before 9/11 and all that. We got by pretty good, didn’t we?) 


According to the Dublin Airport Authority website, ‘only liquids in containers of 
100ml or less, fitting comfortably into a one litre transparent plastic bag 
(approximately 20cm x 20cm) when fully closed, are permitted’. 


An indignant Mr Crowden said: ‘All I was told was that the container was 
wrong. I was surprised because the jam was very solid. 


So, they classify it as a liquid, even though it’s obviously a solid. It’s a jam, you know. 
Anyway, what they claim, that the authorities claim, is that all the stuff they confiscate 
they put up at auction every year, and who knows where it will go to. They’ll probably 
say a charity or something. But this is the kind of silliness and stupidity you get at 
Canada too, crossing the border into the States, and vice versa. Just madness. As I say, 
how did we ever survive before all this incredibly expensive nonsense of security, 
security, x-rays and cancers from them, and all that. Hmm? And another article too, I’ll 
get back on this one after this break.

Hi folks, this is Alan Watt and we’re Cutting Through the Matrix. Now, everyone knows 
of Richard Haass, who is the head of the Council on Foreign Relations for the US, and 
much of the world in fact. And how they are simply the big branch belonging to the 
Royal Institute of International Affairs, which came out of the Milner group, which 
planned this whole world society in the first place. They set up the wars. They have 
experts in everything. They work with the intelligence agencies, many of them are in 
the intelligence agencies in fact, and many in the intelligence agencies are recruited 
from the CFR in the US. So, it’s all one big, happy family, as they do their geopolitics 
across the world, but Haass was on in an interview on ABC News, with Ms. Amanpour. 
And Amanpour is putting up the cheers and the ha-ha, rah-rah stuff that the Arab Spring 
was successful and: 


Gone are many of the autocratic regimes of the Muslim world. 
(A: And stuff like that) 


Mubarak has been deposed, Gadhafi is dead. And what's sprouting is 
democracy, but also considerable uncertainty for the United States. 


And that's where we begin our discussion today. Joining me at the table are 
Richard Haass, president of the Council on Foreign Relations and Robin Wright, 
senior fellow of the U.S. Institute of Peace and author of the new book, "Rock 
the Casbah: Rage and Rebellion Across the Islamic World." 


(A: This is all done by the West, the Western powers. Mr. Haass knows this, because 
he’s part of it. So, he asks if Haass agrees with it. And Haass says this. Well:) 


Potentially. And so I disagree with two things you said, if I might. First is I 
wouldn't use the phrase "Arab Spring." Springs last for three months; this is 
going to last for three decades. Springs are good. This may not be. 


(A: It’s going to last for thirty-odd years before they get a glimmering of democracy. 
That will be with all the internal fighting that will be fed by the West, the US and 
Britain will keep them fighting each other now for thirty-odd years. They’re 
completely dysfunctional, in other words, and they can get robbed blind. The little 
gang leaders come up and they'll look after the oil fields for the biggest companies, 
but the people themselves get robbed blind, and that’s exactly the system that 
Brzezinski said that he would like to see across that whole region, keep them 
fighting forever and then they’re of no consequence whatsoever. So, here’s Haass 
agreeing with that. It’s going to be at least thirty years before there’s any beginning 
or glimmer of the start of ademocracy. He says:) 


Second of all, I don't think it's fair to say democracy is sprouting. What we've 
seen is the overthrow of some authoritarian regimes. We don't have the basics 
of democracy. We don't have civil society. We don't have constitutionalism, we 
don't have checks and balances. We'll only know if we have democracy again, 
years if not decades forward. 


So, that’s how it really is. That’s the plan, folks. And that’s really what it’s all about. 
Keeping them dysfunctional in those countries forever. These were countries that had 
big modern cities and everything, you know. And universities. In Libya, everybody got 
to go to university for free. And when you got married, you were given a home to rent 
free, and everything else. They truly were the epitome of the true socialist society. And 
all the cash from the oil, a lot of it, most of it, was going back to the people in one way 
or another. But again too, it’s not good for the big oil boys. They want to own. They 
want the stuff for nothing. A gift. They want the military to go in, and hand them a gift 
of so many oil fields and the big water projects too, don’t forget that. That’s the real 
reality of the world that we live in. But folk don’t want to talk about that. But, as I say, 
that ties in with Brzezinski’s long-range plan for that whole region, keep them fighting, 
keep supplying arms to different little gang members, and keep them fighting forever, 
while you just plunder the oil and everything else that they have.

MATTHEW KROENIG is Stanton Nuclear Security Fellow at the Council on 
Foreign Relations and the author of Exporting the Bomb: Technology Transfer 
and the Spread of Nuclear Weapons. From July 2010 to July 2011, he was a 
Special Adviser in the Office of the U.S. Secretary of Defense, responsible for 
defense strategy and policy on Iran. 


(A: So, there you are, this private group put their guys into bureaucratic positions 
across the planet, and into top jobs, all across, just like Carroll Quigley said in his 
book, Tragedy and Hope, and the Anglo-American Establishment.

They work with the Club of Rome, they all work 
together. They work with the bankers, because remember too, one of their inner 
function is top bankers. They’re part of the inner temple of the CFR, the world 
bankers.

Tweeting and posting messages on Facebook are part of many people’s daily 
routine - but more than half of users risk possibly lengthy jail sentences by not 


understanding how the law affects them when they’re online.

(A: It shows you some of the statues they have too. They have an incredible, 
incredible museum there. They were even opening up parts of the Vatican that were 
closed for hundreds of years. And they’re just stacked with all these gifts that they 
got over the years from different countries, all this wonderful stuff that they were 
given, Etruscan bronze statues, stuff like that. Of course, the Etruscans were there 
long before the Vatican Church. Anyway, it says:) 


But now 100 of the most historically significant documents held by the 
Vatican's Secret Archives are to go on public display in Rome 


(A: So, they'll be very tame, I’m sure.)

I 
thought it had real comic potential. He said, in case you missed it, that "there 
has to be proportionality here. You don't want people coming to London 
thinking they've walked into siege city, 

(A: Well, you have.) 

being filmed every 20 paces 

(A: Which you are.) 

they take and being bundled off pavements. 


(A: By security guys.) 


It's certainly not what you're going to get legacy tourism from. There is no 
appetite for risk." 


Particularly amusing is Lord Coe's promise that people who come to London are 
not going to be filmed every 20 paces. 


(A: And of course, this author actually walked about 20 paces down Clapham High 
Street, and he says, you definitely do get photographed hundreds of times walking 
down that little bit there. He says:) 


Let's take a look at some of these "proportional" measures, and how they have 
grown in recent months. The number of security personnel within the venues is 
increasing from 10,000 to 23,700 - let us not be cynical, and suggest that the 
advice came from people keen to see the 100 metres final - and 12,000 extra 
police and 6,000 soldiers will be on the streets. 


(A: This is for the Olympics.) 


A warship is to be deployed in the Thames - what against, the Spanish Armada? 
Surface-to-air missiles will be on standby. 


Let me just write that again: surface-to-air missiles will be on standby. Well, 
I've been on holiday in some fairly unlikely places, including Khartoum in the 
middle of a civil war.

(A: And what does it mean? It’s meaningless. You know. It’s like stretching an 
elastic band, how far do you want to stretch it? It says it means:) 


until the threat emerges, and the defensive measures are shown to be grossly 
inadequate, or totally unnecessary. If somebody decides to explode a dirty 
bomb outside a crap Clapham bar tomorrow, making the area uninhabitable for 
years to come, then I don't think surface-to-air missiles will be much use.

The security industry, which by now contains some of the largest employers in 
the world, and the military industry with which it overlaps, have this in common 
with other major industries. They constantly need to expand, to find new 
sources of income and enterprise. If they can persuade customers that they 
require new security measures, however exotic, they will have succeeded in 
exactly the same way that the fashion industry survives by persuading rich 
women that they absolutely must have an expensive new handbag.
